Brest, May 22.—Ninety-eight persons are missing and 242 were 
saved of those who were on hoard the British steamship Egypt 
when she was sunk off the Island of Usliant Saturday night in 
collision with the French steamship Seine, according to the latest 
official figures

Accompanying is a summary of the j 
dissenting Judgment of Mr. Justice! 
Martin in the case brought by Little 1 
against the Attorney-General of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. 

This was an appeal by Little from 
a Judgment upholding the validity of] 
a tax of 811 imposed by the Liquor 
Control Hoard, on a case of Canadian j 
•ye whiskv purchased by the plain¬ 
tiff from the Gold Heal Company, 
Limited. Calgary, and by plaintiff Im- 
tiortcd Into the province. 

The court was asked to declare the 
'mposltion of the tax ultra vires on 
the ground that it waa contrary (o two 
sections of the British North America 
Act. namely sections 91. the regula¬ 
tion of trade and commerce, and eec- 
non 121 requiring all articles of the 
growth, manufacture or produce of 
the provinces to be admitted free into 
each of the other provinces. 

Hla Lordship dealt with the recent 
“ase of the Gold‘Heal vs. Dominion' 
Express Company, and the powers of 
provincial restriction Hs . ompared 
•he liquor case with that of Importing 
x car of wheat from Haskatchewnn or 
Alberta, coal or cattle, of Manitoba 
wheat, or Ontario implements, of 
whisky, or Quebec hoots and shoes, 
or Nova Heotia steel, and said the 
effect could be to “Build up a general 
or discriminatory tariff wall against 
, some or all of lha products of the 
other provtneea." 

lie holds tfie proposal “a direct In¬ 
vasion of inter-provlnctai rights es¬ 
tablished by section 121, and there¬ 
fore an Illegal fetter upon free ad¬ 
mission. and so the appeal should be 
allowed, and the tax declared to be 
i an Illegal Imposition”! 

Hla Lordship Concludes. “The result 
f of my careful scrutiny of every sec- 
, tlon of jtfto Act In question Is that 
while there are several provisions In 
It which may well be iAl to have a 
I ‘necessarily Incidental' entrenchment 
upon the federal field of trade and 
commerce, yet by means of the one 
I called In question (section 55) the 
» provincial Legislature Iq m>’ opinion 
• la as the Privy Council said in the 
1 Great West case ‘under the, guise of 
1 imposing direct taxation within their 
power they were really doing some¬ 
thing else* namely directly and. un- 
authorisedly invading the federal 
field of trade and commerce, and 
I therefore the appeal should be allow- 
ed on this second ground also.”

Poincare Again Voices Dis- 
» trust of Germany 

Paris, May 22. 


The occasion was the Congress of 
the French National Veterans’ Asso¬ 
ciation on Sunday, at which repre¬ 
sentatives of the British and other 
veteran associations were present. 

M. Poincare denounced what h* 
termed the Insidious plotting of Pnn- 
Clerman propaganda at hofac and 
abroad, notably In America, to sep¬ 
arate Alsace-Lorraine from France. 
He declared that the peace which had 
come from the victory the Allies won 
must neither be disturbed nor turned 
little by little against the victors. In 
conclusion, he said: 

••Germany, the vanquished, prom- 
j iscd to repair the evil she had wrought 
to us. You. who are the witnesses of 
the ravages her arms left behind, will 
not suffer that promise to be ig¬ 
nored.”

Will Continue Course. 

“The Police Commissioners who 
have acted together on this question, 
feel, therefore, that for these and 
many other reasons, they are bound 
to continue the course they have be¬ 
fore adopted, and do not. and will 
not, revise any instructions already 
given to the Chief of Police. It is in 
no light-hearted wuy nor without 
grave and serious consideration that 
they have arrived at this decision. It 
is easy, and would be a pleasant task 
to lightly conform to the apparent 
wishes of 3,853 voters, who expressed 
themselves in the recent plebiscite, 
but as the Police Commissioners 
judge the question at issue, they must 
and do Judge it In the light of con¬ 
science, of labor, and of duty. To' 
guard the Interests of the toller, to 
fence afound the inherent Yight of] 
the worker, is the plain duty and high 
responsibility of those elected to of- i 
fice. and although tt may mean the 
fcrfelture' of place or power for the 
time being, if such sacrifice is called 
for. it will be cheerfully accepted. 

The Police Commissioners further j 
point out that as there has been for a] 
few years past a gradual disregard ( 
cf Sunday law. to the detriment of] 
The civil; life and character of the 
tipygrowing generation, it is not un- 
tesbiunabis to teat out. at least a few 
months of Sunday observance in the 
City of Victoria. To float with the 
stream, to drift with an apparent 
tid e of pub lic opinion, which in their, 
judgment iw more apparent than real, 
is an easy thing to do and has been 
J dune in. past years. 

“Tha Primrose Path”. 

The primrose path muv be strewn 
with flowers and the path of duty 
may be rugged and thorny, but honest 
and sagacious civic statesmanship 
cannot hut choose the path where 
duty calls. 

The majority of the Police Com¬ 
missioners therefore declare plainly, 
that they do not revise in any way 
the instruction previously given to 
the Chief of Police, and through this 
rranlfesto appeal from the prejudice 
end passion of the present hour to 
the considered judgment of the next. 

’This action is taken absolutely in¬ 
dependent of any conference or com¬ 
munication with the Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral. and it is presumed that the 
A ttomeylenerat will - act upon the 
requests that may lie made to him 
from time to time by the Chief of 
Police regarding infractions of the 
law. It may here, incidentally, be 
mentioned that ex-Attorney-General 
Farris never refused to Issue fiats for 
direct stated cases, where stores had 
been opened or work carried on. con¬ 
trary to the provisii .is of the 
htatute." 

“Long speech." was the comment 
from Commissioner North, who a few 
moments later asked to be recorded 
in the negative when the policy was 
put by way of resolution and carried 
over his head by the majority of the 
Board. 

"Now the -Chtef und e r sta n d s tmr- 
pollcy.” stated the Mayor. "I will be 
pleased to sign any communications 
asking for a fiat that are to be for¬ 
warded to the Attorney-General. I 
think we should renew our request 
for a fiat on those case* already sent 
forward by the Chief, to make them 
regular." 

Stores Only. 

”1 am going to take the stand that 
this applies only to stores and not to 
other businesses." observed Mr. 
Staneiand.

Unneces sary labor* as also of what 
might be construed as acts of mercy 
or charity, a wide divergence of 
opinion may be very evident in vari¬ 
ous sections of Canada, hut this does 
not necessarily create any discrimin- 
etion In the matter of the enforce- j 
ment of the law. 

“5. The Police Commissioners do ] 
not appear to have«any discretion 
granted to them in regard to enforce¬ 
ment. 

That primarily and chiefly the 
Chief of Police ia charged with the 
enforcement of all law—Federal. 
Provincial and Municipal, and the 
Police Commissioners are merely the | 
directors of his actlvlllea and have i 
no authority to intervene between 
h.m and the Interpretation of the 
laws or statutes rnucted. 

*’?. That the non-observance of! 

_the ‘Lord's Day Act,’ in other cU I e o! 

©r towns in Canada does not form 
any argument or reason why such 
act should not be enforced in the 
City of Victoria. 

“8. That the observance of Sunday 
as a 'rest day' from labor is indis¬ 
putably in the interests of all per¬ 
sons who work for hire and that the 
Act was specially designed to protect 
the Interests of the workers. 

The Recant Plebiscite. 

‘*3. That the result of the recent 
plebiscite submitted by the Anti-Blue 
Sunday League, being informal in ita 
character, cannot be deemed a correct 
test of public opinion. It is clear. 
h owe v e r , that. the.. results declared 
cannot wholly be ignored by person* 
in authority. It.is equally clear that 
sny plebiscite of this character, 
taken upon any Federal or Provincial 
Statute, does not in any way Invali¬ 
date the Statute, and therefore be¬ 
comes no warrant for the Police 
Commissioners to revise their atti¬ 
tude as to law enforcement. 

“10. It would appear that there 
are about 88 storea that are desirous 
of remaining open on Sunday. Of 
these 33 are Orientals. 19 non-cltisen* 
and 34 cltisens of Victoria. It will 
be noted that the preponderance of 
those seeking to use the non-enforCe- 
tnent of the law are aliens. 

"11. That IX has not developed I 
tijat the enforcement of the law 
would in any way inconvenience any 
reasonable or natural requirement of] 
the cltisens for the purchase of goods; 
or merchandise of any character and 
that consequently the defiance of the 
law was done solely for profit or with 
definite intent of lawlessness. 

“12. That the Federal Statute 
known os the ‘Lord's Day Act’ is not 
cf the same character, nor does it 
A^ain the same penal clauses as 
l^tAct generally known as the 
‘Charles 11 Act’ and that much of the 
agitation and’statements made, gath¬ 
ered around the obsolete legislation 
enacted some three centuries ago. 

”13. That the so-called discrimin¬ 
ation' Is the discrimination provided 
in the Act itself and that it waa the 
purpose of the Police Commissioners 
to enforce the Act impartially and 
without fear or favor.
